POSTAL. DETECTIVES. 


Row Tbejr TVork to K*ep the Matla Clsaa- 


of Dei«t(iilosT Frauds. 


The maintenance of a large force of 


trained detectives, or "inBpeotors," a* 
they-are designated upon the rolls of. 
the Post-office Department, has greatly 
purified this branch of the service in 
the particular mentioned. 
An infinite 


number of swindles^re still carried on 
through the agency of the mails. 


Swindlers • reach' their intended Tib- 


tims by circulars and by adyertisemenfe 
in careless of characterless newspapers. 
The former method is preferred by 
sharpers, as being the least likely to 
come under the notice of the official 
spies of the department. It is an easy 
matter to obtain full lists of any nsr 
quired number of names, running up 
into the millions. 
Lottery companies 


make a business of selling lists of the 
names of their patrons, and other 
swindling concerns which obtain orig- 
inal lists are addicted to the same prac- 
tice. 


Countrymen who reply to any. one of 


the hundreds of snap advertisements 
wonder how it is that hundreds of fas- 
cinating enterprises from one end of 
the country to the other obtain their 
'addresses, and they feel, some way, 
that they''must be persons of import- 
ance. Their vanity is flattered, and in 
innumerable instances they undergo 
a regular course of training before they 
acquire a sufficient fund of experience 
to enable th«m to realize that they are 
on the wrong side of the institution for 
the feeble-minded. 


The art craze, which during the- last 


few years has spread over the country; 
like an epidemic, has developed a swin- 
dle that is very hard for the department 
to reach, and which affords a livelihood 
for a large number of enterprising and 
unscrupulous persons. 
The knaves tax 


the great army of unsophisticated girls 
who imagine they have artistic tastes 
by 
showing 
them. 
through 
the 


medium of circulars, how they can 
put themselves in the way of earning 
comfortable incomes with the expend? 
lure of a trifling sum for an outfit, 
They promise to take work that <s pro- 
duced according to their "system," 
and require a small ca«h payment in 
advance from the favored artists. The 
department finds this a most trouble- 
some class of cases to deal with, the 
originators protecting themselves very 
completely, as a rule, against prosecu- 
tion. 


The Post-office Department spent 


months trying to break up the scheme 
of a man who contracted to send pianos 
and organs from his manufactories in 
Maine and California to any part of the 
country on payment of two dollars ot 
three dollars or four dollars to defray 
the cost of boxing the ins&Timents. 
The articles were received accordiftg to 
contract, but they proved to be cheap 
toy pianos and organs, the expense ol 
boxing which was about ten per cent, 
of the sum received in each case. An- 
other fellow made a lot of money by 
boxing and forwarding very cheap 
mouth-organs to all woo patronized 
him through the mails. 


The proprietor of a. harml&u cure foi 


deafness reaped a hjrrest of thirty 01 
forty dollars a day for a long rime. 
His headquarters were' in New Tork. 
The president of a bogus medical col- 
lege did a prosperous business in sell- 
ing spurious dipIomasv.Srat as the men 
who bit at his bait were--confessedly aa 
great swindlers aa he was, the depart- 
ment was a long time getting at hirn. 
Thia was a swindle pure and simple. 


An army of rnraliats forwarded hard- 


earned dollars for * "mowiBg-4o»onin« 
.knife-sharpener, 
simple, 
effective," 


and receivedin return sticks dipped in 
emery dust and pieces of iron. An, 
otber ingenious operator found a mar« 
ket for thousands of co$ue* of a cheap 
edition of the Scripture* by represent- 
ing the book to be a collection of vezj 
tough stories. It is not recorded thai 
the department interfered with tha 
missionary enterprise.—Hartford

'animals, with long hair, broad breast*, 
short legs and a fierce row of teeth. 
Their usual journey in the North has 
been from Nipigon to Hudson Bay 
post, a distance of from seven hundred 
to eight hundred miles. They make 
from seventy-five to ninety miles in a 
day of ten hours, and have gone one 
hundred miles in the same time. They 
require feeding but once a day. What 
they suffer most from is water under 
snow* found in crossing lakes. 
To 


protect their feet from mis they wear 
a small legging drawn over the foot. 
They sleep in snow banks, without any 
injury from cold.

GBBENFIBLD, J'ass., April 8v—A t*r- 


ribte disaster occurred on the Fltchbnrg 
railroad last night midway between Bard- 
well's'ferry and West Deerfleld Station, 
the east-bound passenger train, due at 
Greenfield at 6:05 p. m., going over an 
embankment 200 feet high. Six bodies 
have already been taken out of the ruins, 
and It Is not known how many others 
were killed. The train was the East- 
ern express, and consisted of a bag- 
gage-car, a smoker, a sleeping-car, mail- 
car and two ordinary passenger-cars.The 
train was in charge of Conductor Foster, 
with Herbert Llttlelohn as engineer. The 
point where the accident occurred is 
the most dangerous on tlie road. The 
train runs on the euge of an embank- 
ment two hundred feet above Deerfleld 
river. The bank Is steep and covered 
with huge bowlders and masses of rock. 
When the train arrived at this point the 
track commenced to settle under it for a 
distance covering its entire length. The 
coaches broke from their tracks and 
rolled over and over down the precipice. 
The engine broke from the tender, tear- 
Ing up the track for twenty feet. 
Below 


rolled the Deerfleld river, on the very 
edge of which the curs were thrown. As 
soon as they struck they caught flre from 
the stoves. 


Tbe sleeping-car was an entire wreck. 
It was occupied by several passengers, 
not one of whom, at this hour, is known 
to have escaped Injury. One man, whose 
name is unknown, is imprisoned In the 
wreck ol the sleeper, where he Is being 
burned alive. 
One little girl was picked 


nt> dead. 
"As soon as the news reached Greenfield 
u special train was made up and sent to 
the scene of the disaster, having on 
board several physicians, section men 
and a few citizens. On arriving at 
the 
scene 
of 
the wreck 
a hor- 


rible sight was witnessed. Darkness 
had settled over the spot. Far down on 
the river bank could be seen the smould- 
ering embers of the holocaust. It was 
Impossible to tell who was hurt and who 
was killed. 
Stout-hearted trackmen 


were lowered cautiously 
down tbe 


treacherous height and the work of res- 
cue began. 
Merritt Seely, superintendent of the 


Nation nl Express Company of Boston, 
was found In the wreck and taken Into 
the relief car. He had a wound four 
Inches long and half an Inch wide over 
his left temple. His left thigh was broken 
and also his left leg at the knee, beside 
which he sustained internal Injuries from 
which he will (lie. 


W. D. Crandall, postal clerk, was 


plunged into the river and got ashore 
with difficulty. 
He was wounded about 


the head and his arm was fractured. 
The Fltchbnrg coach was the only one 


that escaped tbe conflagration. Deputy 
Sheriff Bryant, of Greenfield, who was In

but one was dead and tbe other dying. 
Their parents were on board but cannot 
ho found. Some ol the Injured and dead 
were taken to Shelbnrne Falls and some 
of the wounded to Grrefnfleld. 


C. P. Bell, of Nashua, N. H., was cut 


slightly on the head and leg, but not se- 
riously hurt. He was thrown head-fore- 
most Into the river and went to the bot- 
tom, barely escaping drowning.

D. C. Wells, of Andover, bad hisshoul 


der hurt and his head cut. The car In 
which be wan riding was broken in two 
and stood on end within a few feet of the 
river hank. 


Nicholas Dorgan, of Greenfield, had his 


left arm and ankle broken and was se- 
riously injured Internally. A little girl, 
who wat a passenger on the train, died In 
his arm* from Injuries received. 


J. E. Priest, of Littleton, N. H., had 


his face and head cat. 
Engineer Llttlejohn, of North Adams, 


was baOly scalded, U Is believed fatally. 


A. E. Warner, chairman of the Green- 


field board of selectmen, was badly hurt, 
but his injuries are not fatal. Great ex- 
citement prevails all along the road be- 
tween here and North Adams. Being In- 
terviewed by-wire last night at Shelbnrne 
Falls, Conductor Foster said: "I am un- 
able to state how many were on the 
train. Only three men have thus far 
been found who escaped injury, and they 
set the number of passengers all the way 
from twenty-five to one hundred."

A portion of the 
mall is reported lost in the river. It 
Is learned that the number of injured at 
Shelburne Falls is nineteen.

ville, Ind., was examined by the House 
committee on reform in the civil service 
to-day in regard to the charges preferred 
against Messrs. Warder and Stealey in 
reference to procuring an appropriation 
from Congress to improve the Jeflerson- 
ville levee. 


He was closely questioned about the 


damages done by overflows of the Ohio 
river at Jeffersonvllle, the point Intended 
to be brought out being that the property 
owned by himself and ex-Mayor Glass 
was above the line of overflow, that they 
were selfish In opposing the efforts being 
made to procure the money to improve 
the levee, so as to prevent overflows He 
acknowledged that bis property was not 
dairaged 
by the 
flood; 
but 
said 


he was not arrayed against the ex- 
penditure of the city's money to procure 
an appropriation because he felt seen re 
from personal or property danger. He 
reiterated that the reason he had opposed 
sending the money to Warder was be- 
cause he did not think it necessary—that 
the appropriation would be made by Con- 
gress without any expenditure on the 
part of Jeffersonville or 
any of her 


citizens. The witness acknowledged that 
he voted to adopt the report made to the 
City Council in July, 1884, by a commit- 
tep of citizens sent there to get the ap- 
propriation, which report announced that 
the committee had been successful In 
procuring the $50,000 desired, and that 
the only expense to the city was that of 
the committee's trip, and that Warder 
and Stealy had done what they could to 
get the appropriation wlthont compensa- 
tion. He did not see anything wrong in 
acknowledging the services of Warder 
and Stealy in that way, and, in fact, 
thought it was right. 


A. J. Bnrlingamc, city clerk of Jeffer-

THB HLHOTRIO CURRENT. 


How It is Produced—A Full Ex- 


planation of tbe Process. 


The Jenney electric fight plant, which 


will coat the city $20,000, is now in suc- 
cessful operation, and each night the 
people are impressed with tbe fact that 
the new light is "the boss " There are 
eight toweis, each 126 feet high, with five 
arc lamps in a cluster at the top of each 
tower. There are also ten low or drop 
lights m different parts of the city to 
light up streets in the vicinity ot high 
buildings. There, are about 12 mile* 
of wire strung upon poles. The power is 
supplied at the water works, near tbe Ill- 
inois Central bridge, south of the oity, 
where the station is located. The appa- 
ratus includes an improved Baas engine 
ot 83-borse power, making 260 revolu- 
tions to the minute. The full capacity 
ot the dynamos ia60 lights, but at present 
only 60 lights are need. In case more 
lamps are purchased—they cost 875 
each—another dynamo will have to be 
secured. Steam power in abundance is 
supplied from the water works boilers, 
and the plant is operated by tlie water 
works employes under -the direction of 
Engineer Barnett. 
Every day the 60 


lamps have to be supplied with fresh 
carbons, and this work is done by Mr. 
Peters, a young man who climbs to the 
top of the towers, making a daily inspec- 
tion of the lamps. 


Since the plant has been in operation 


the RIPUBIICAN has received many in- 
quiries as to how the electric current is 
produced. Below we give an interesting 
chapter on the subject from the Ameri- 
can Electrical Directory, published at 
Fort Wayne, Ind, by the Jenney Com- 
pany. 


Tbe trouble In describing tbe operation Is 


In obtaining a level of common understand- 
ing, wblcb U very bard to do when there is DO 
cemmongiound to stand on; for electricity 
in tee strict form of comparison, can hardly 
be likened to any ether form of energy. The 
Electrician several months ago made an Inge- 
nious attempt to so simplify and explain the 
theory of the generation of a current of elec- 
tricity by mechanical means that It might be 
understood by anyone, no matter how un- 
skilled he was. It Is much easier to under- 
stand electricity, nays the paper In question, 
when we assume it to be a fluid, than In any 
otber way: and as the fluid theory answers 
every purpose, we will assume It to such, and 
tbe machinery for producing a current, mere- 
ly as a pump for pumping or forcing electric- 
ity through the wires and carbons, as water 
maybe forced through a plp« or valve A 
pump for forcing water through a pipe con- 
sists of a cylinder or barrel, lufltde of which 
there is a movable ulr-tight partition that 
separates the cylinder into two parts, this is 
galled a piston. This piston is connected with 
a rod which extends outside of the cylinder; 
and enables tne piston to be moved from the 
outside. If this piston Is moved, it draws wa- 
ter in at one end of the cylinder and forcea It 
out at the other; and when valves are proper- 
ly arranged, and pipe attached, the pump Is 
complete. When all the valves, pipes and 
chambers are completely filled with water, if 
tbe suction and discharge pipes are connect- 
ed together, and the pump operated. It will 
pump or force the same water over and over 
again around a complete circuit. If a valve is 
placed In the pipe and partially closed. It will 
be found that much more power Is r* quired 
to work the pump Where does all this power 
go to? It Is expended In friction in passing 
tbe partly closed valve, this may be called re- 
sistance. Now suppose that a force equal to 
lit Ing all the water in the pump and pipes 
seven hundred and seventy-two feet high was 
exerted, the friction would beat the water just 
one degree. If tbls pumping was continued 
with sufficient force for itn hour or more, the 
water would boll, and could be converted Into 
steam; In fact, all the force exerted on tbe 
pump would be converted into heat, which 
would be confined to ttae pump and It3 con- 
nection!. In this manner mechanical energy 
is said to be converted into heat. 
Now, suppose that we take tbls same pump 
and so arrange the valves that we allow steam 
to enter one end of the cylinder and at the 
same time allow a free escape at the other, 
wbat Is the result? The piston will be moved 
by the steam until it reaches the extreme end 
of tbe cylinder. Now, If we allow the steam 
to enter the otber end. It will push the piston 
In tba other direction to the opposite extrem- 
ity, and when we have so connected this re- 
ciprocating motion, through the agency of a 
connecting rod and orank to a shaft, that the 
shaft will be turned by the motion of the pis- 
ton and make an attachment tbat will open 
and oloie tbe valves at tbe proper time, we 
bave constructed a complete steam engine, 
and tbls Is said to be a machine for convert- 
ing neat into force, powers or dj namle ener- 
gy The steam in passing through ttae engine 
Is cooled down and condeniad Juut In propor- 
tion to the work done. 
It is then fore sbown that a mechanical 
foroe applied or ezerted In moving a piston In 
a cylinder can be made to circulate a current 
of fluid through pipes, and that the fluid Is 
heated just In proportion to the work or force 
exerted. Conversely, a current of fluid In a 
pipe may be made to move a piston, and this 
piston made to give off force or power and the 
fluid cooled, Juot in proportion to the work or 
power developed. 


So with electricity. If a strong magnet Is 
moved inside a coll of Insulated wire It pro- 
duces a current of electricity in tbe wire com- 
posing such coll very much In the same man- 
ner tbat the moving of a piston In a pump 
cvllnder produces a current of water IK the 
pipes, which may be regarded as an extension 
of the cylinder. It Is also found tbat it re- 
quires power to move a magnet Inside of a 
coll of wire, and that thia power bears a cer- 
tain relation to the current of electricity pro- 
duced, and also tbat If there Is placed a resist- 
ance In tbe wire to correspond to tbe valve In 
tbe water pipes, that tbis resistance become! 
heated, also tbat tbe beat represent* tbe same 
amount of force that the beat in tbe water did. 
Ibis is called a machine for converting dy- 
namic energy Into electrical energy. If, now, 
we connect tbe wires of the above coll with a 
battery and allow a current of electricity to 
pals through the wire, tbe magnet will be 
drawn Into the coll with considerable force, 
but only while the current Is passing, and It 
will also be found tbat tbe work done by this 
pulling of tbe magnet has weakened the flow 
of electricity In the coll just In proportion to 
tbe work done. When tbls magnet Is properly 
connected to a rotating shaft by the agency 
of a connecting rod and crank, and Is provid- 
ed with a suitable attachment that will let on 
and shut off tbe flow of electricity at the pro- 
per time, we bave an electrical engine, and 
this Is said to be a maoblne for converting 
electrical energy Into dynamic energy. It is, 
therefore, sbown tbat tbe moving of a magnet 
In an Insulated coll produces a current of 
electricity In such coil, that force Is required 
to move tbe magnet, and tbat this force or 
power Is convened into a relative amount of 
electrical ounent or energy; conversely, tbat 
a current of electricity may be made to move 
a magnet and develop power, and ttae power 
so developed represents a certain and definite 
amount of electrical energy. It is not, how- 
ever, necessary to move a magnet In a coil of 
wire to produce a current of electricity. Toe 
coil may bt moved on the magnet, or the mag 
netism may be mnved in the magnet, or the po- 
larity of tbe magnet may be changed from 
north to south, and vice vena Indeed, any 
disturbance, movement, strengthening, weak- 
ening, or change whatsoever in the magnet, 
produces a current in tbe wire about it, the 
strength of wbich depends upon the degree 
and rapidity of such change or motion. Wben 
a piece of soft Iron Is brought near a strong 
magnet, it too, becomes a magnet. If, for In- 
stance, u common nail has its point brought 
near the north pole of a magnet, the head of 
the nail will at once become a north pole and 
it* point a tooth pole. It tbe position of the 
nail Is reversed, tbe magnetism will remain 
the same as relates to the magnet, but not to 
tbe nail. Tbe nail may be said to have turned 
round on its magnetism. If now, tbls nail 
should have a smooto shaft passed through 
perpendicular to Its axil, and mounted so as 
to be revolved wltb rapidity while in tbls po- 
sition,the magnetism in tbe nail would change 
at each turn, tbe end nearest ttae magnet be- 
ing always a south pole. This Is called a 
change in polarity. If on thh nail a flue end 
of insulated wire be placed, and the outside 
an<l inside ends connected together, a strong 
pulsation of electricity will take place in tbe 
wire of tbe coll at each half-turn Wben tbe 
ends of tbe wire are separatel and brought 
down to the shaft, so tbat the current may be 
taken off through a commutator to a station- 
ary conductor, we have a complete magneto- 
uleotric machine, which has only to be enlarg- 
ed to producH an electric light. 
Tbe effect would be very much heightened. 


If tbe nail was bent in the form of a ring with 
a shaft secured into it, like tbe shaft In a 
wheelbarrow wheel, and tbe col 1 divided up 
into twenty or more sections, each section 
ending In an independent copper strip In the 
commutator. Another Improvement would 
result from revolving It between two magnets 
of opposite polarity, or between tbe opposite 
pole* of a borsesboe magnet. Tbe chance for 
enlargement on tbls basis will be obvious 
Machines embodying tbls principle have been 
carried to a great degree of perfection. While 
tbe machine is not In motion, we may consider 
all tbe wires in or about It to be full of elec- 
tricity, as a pump and Its pipe* may be full of 
water. Wben starting on tbe first turn of tbe 
armature, a slight current is produced by tbe 
Induction from tbe residuary magnetism Tbe 
current of electricity may be said to draw or 
suck In through the bottom brush into tbe ar- 
mature, wbere It divides into two equal cur- 
rent*, one passing up on one side, while tbe 
other passes up on tbe other side, and against 
tbe motion The impelling or pushing for- 
ward of tbe current all takes place In ttae ar- 
mature, tbe two currents induced In the arma- 
ture unite OB tbe top and escape through the 
commutator to tin top bruab; from bare It

It is a very common error to oonfound to* 
current of electricity produced, by a magneto 
machine with that produced by tbe common 
friction or plate machine*. The plate machine 
produces a our rent of electricity of very great 
tension, but there Is very little of it It may 
be compared to a discharge of water from a 
pipe tbe size of the finest hair, but under a 
pressure of many millions of pounds per 
square Inch; while tbe current produced by a 
magneto machine may be compared to tbeala- 
cbarge of water from a pipe ten fe»t in diam- 
eter and under a very low prauure, A cur- 
rent of efectrlclty, like a current of water, 
has both quantity and prearara; only tht 
pressure of electricity is called tmaUm, whiU 
the rest 1* called eleotro-motlv* tore* wua 1« 
action.

I hare been visiting a fanner who is 


a very intelligent man, and is still mak- 
ing very great, mistakes in fanning. 
.As , thousands .of other farmers 
are 


making the same mistakes a few hints 
on the subject :m ay do them some good. 
The first thing I noticed was his man- 
ner of wintering his cattle. He .had a 
shed enclosed on three sides and open 
to the south. On this side there waa 
no protection against the south winds. 
The building was properly covered, 
and all it needed to make the animals 
comfortable was the boarding of ona 
side, and the expense of this would have 
been very little. If he would buy the 
boards and enclose this side, the differ- 
ence in the cost of feed for a single 
winter wonld pay the expense of lum- 
ber and labor. There is a principle 
connected with this subject that is nol 
generally, understood. 'The same chem- 
ical changes take place in the fuel in 
the stove and the food in the stomach 
of an animal. In both cases carbon it 
united to oxygen, heat is generated, anc 
carbonic acid is formed. An anima" 
requires a certain amount of food foi 
the development of animal heat besides 
what is required for nutrition. The 
amount required for animal heat de- 
pends on the surroundings. In a warm 
stable it is small, exposed to a cold at- 
mosphere it requires much more. The 
diflerence in cost of food would soon 
pay for making warm stables. Mv nexi 
observation was his poultry. 
Efe kept 


one hundred and twenty hens all in on« 
yard, but he told me his hens laid no 
eggs in the winter. Some of my neigh- 
bors keep from twelve to twenty hens, 
and have a warm place for them, anc 
have fresh eggs all winter. How very 
singular that people will not learn bet- 
ter than to keep large numbers of hens 
together. 
Many hens do not lay m 


winter because they are not regularly 
watered. The failure to have eggs in 
winter is more often due to want ol 
water 
than 
feed. 
Many farmers 


are fattening 
hogs. 
Here 
is 


lack 
of 
economy. 
It 
requires 


much more food to make a hun- 
dred-weight ol pork in cold than in 
warm weather, and the trouble is much 
less in warm weather, farmers com- 
plain their apples are rotting, and the 
reason is very plain. The cellars are 
carefully banked up with earth, anc 
there is no ventilation, and in many 
cases they are very warm. 
Now, it 


should be known that to keep apples 
the temperature should be kept as near 
freezing as possible without ever reach- 
ing the freezing point. Some think 
this rotting is caused by dampness. 
Dampness will do no harm when the 
cellar is warm. I notice some cellars 
are full of different kinds of vegeta- 
bles, and families live directly over 
them. This is always dangerous, anc 
often causes a great deal of sickness. 
On many farms the stock is kept on 
one kind of feed. This is always poor 
policy. Any animal will do better 
with a variety of food. 
One dollar's 


worth of wheat bran and one dollar's 
worth of hay is wdrth more than two 
dollar's worth of hay.- 


A very cheap way to have hay plenty 


JS to sow Hungarian grass and cut it 
quite green, and it makes good hay and 
a great deal of it. Several crops can 
be grown on the same land in one sea- 
son. 
Many are feeding 
cornstalks 


whole; this is not a good plan, for sev- 
eral reasons. It makes it more difficult 
to handle the manure, it takes longet 
for it to decompose, and the animals 
will eat less of it. 
A very good stalk- 


cutter can be bought for five dollars. J 
notice some of my neighbors allow 
hens to roost in the stable; this is a 
very bad practice, as vermin from them 
often get on the horses and make 
trouble. There is much more in this 
than people are aware of, and it shoulc 
not be allowed under any circumstan 
ces. 
It costs but little to build a place 


for the hens and to keep them out o 
the barn. It is quite common to le 
the cattle get poor in the winter, anc 
to calculate they can be got in gooc 
condition again cheaply on grass,— 
Cor. Christian at Work.
